In an hour long speech, 
and humorous, sometimes 
caustic remarks, Capp proved 
that he is an expert on noth- 
ing.

Among the topics touched by 
Capp in his untitled presenta- 
tion, were Liberace and Gone 
With the Wind, beth of which 
he featured in his comic strip 
and both of which almost made 
him the defendant in libel 
Suits 


Authoress Upset 

In the Gone With the Wind 
incident, Capp said, he was 
threatened with a $76,000,000 
suit if he didn't print an apolo- 
gy to Margaret Mitchell, the 
authoress who was from At- 
lanta, Georgia 

Miss Mitchell, according to 
Capp, wrote the apology, and 
he ran it in his comic strip in 
a “slightly” abbreviated form 
Later, he said, he ran a few 
comics featuring Southern au 
thoresses and libe] lawyers— 
no names mentioned of course 


Other Money Problems 

Capp also hashed around 
motherhood (his mother ap- 
parently was a Jewish terror) 
and pay restrooms He said, 
amid volumes of laughter from 
the audience, that whenever he 
needs a “rest” in a hurry (face 
pale, teeth clinched, etc.) the 
nearest pay restroom seems to 
be about three miles away 

Also, he remarked, that once 
he ran the three miles, al! the 
money he ever has with him 
is a 20 dollar bill—and they 
do not fit into slots intended 
for dimes. 


Hits Art 

Also in his convocation, Capp 
spent some time discussing ab- 
stract art—he hates it! When 
he first saw some of the ab- 
stract murals on the buildings 
around SSC, his initial thought, 
he said, was “Who were the 
vandals?” Abstract art is 
produced by the untalented, 
and sold by the unprincipaled

™ Rafferty Topic 


Dr. Max Rafferty, California’s superintendent of public in- 
struction, emphasized the need of education geared to individual- 
ism in his speech to the Student California Teachers Association 
The speech, entitled Education, the Storm Center, was presented 


Tuesday afternoon in the Little Theater 


certain pressures which are 
exerted in the American so- 
ciety tend to eventually pro- 
duce a bee-like society, one 
completely lacking in individ- 
uals. 


Stress Individuality 
Group adaptation, the pres- 
ent cornerstone of education, 
with its varying values teaches 
adjustment to existing situa- 
tions, glorifying the group at 
the expense of individuality. 
Berkeley was used as an ex- 
ample of the “creeping face- 
lessness’” which is .occurring 
a letter written by a Berkeley 
throughout the nation From 
student Rafferty read, “I came 
to college to become a person 
but I became a number.” 


Irish Examples 
The case of the Irish immi- 
grants in an earlier period of 
the nation’s history was then 
presented as an example of the 
manner in which emphasis on 
the individual instead of the 
group is vital Because Irish 
children were educated as in- 
dividuals and did not consider 
themselves as members of a 
group and were not therefore 
stereotyped as such they were 

able to obtain equality 
During that time dignity of 
the individual was stressed in 
schools, observed Rafferty 
this minority group was able 


to prove itself through indi- 
viduals to the publi 
Ceontrarily in the present 


day, adjustment to the group 
is stressed, thus generating 
groupism instead of individual 
effort This means that mi- 
nority groups which now, fot 
the first time are able to ob- 
tain education, are treated as 
groups instead of being al- 
lowed to develop individual 
capacities 
Educational Role 

Education should allow each 
person to learn as an individual 
and to develop his personal ca- 
pacities. Politically a person 
should also be an individual, 
voting as one, not as a block, 
continued Rafferty 

He concluded by stating that 
one should never surrender by 
shear weight of numbers and 


Rafferty warned that 
Heeytz $ wren 






Max Rafferty 
that the survival of the indi- 
vidual is one of the most vital 
issues in America. “It is up to 
us whether we will hear the 
laughing and shouting of free- 
dom or the murmuring of 
bees.” 

The speech was followed by 
a question and answer period 
in which Rafferty discussed the 
situation at Berkeley and the 
personal responsibility of each 
individual

elors and masters degrees fron 
UCLA and his doctorate fron 
USK He has 
books including Practices anda

Seventeen and One 


It's been seventeen years and one month. 

The faces change as regularly as the seasons. Instruc- 
tors, administrators and staff comprise a somewhat more 
stable group. The campus grows and, as a growing child, 
is only slightly remindful of what has been. 

Students, alumni and community—welcome to home- 
coming. You are coming home—to the common grounds 
which spawned and are spawning your thinking, doing 
existence as a student of life. You became aware, you are 
aware: “Awareness '65.” 


What Price, Freedom? 


The initial fall semester meeting of the Board of 
Publications Thursday, Oct. 7, saw representation by the 
three official student publications—the Review. the 
Statesman and the State Hornet—plus an array of invited 
and uninvited guests and dignitaries, the roster including 
both voting and non-voting members. 

Pete Dorsett, board chairman, proved a capable and 
efficient leader as he opened the arena chutes for a stam- 
pede of VIP’s bent on lashing out (for better or worse, 
we querry) against a product they read, enjoy and sup- 
port—but deplore. 

We found arguments concerning poor quality of a 
poorly staffed, poorly run, “sometimes not produced” pub- 
lication (the State Hornet) disgusting at best. These 
board, bored and non-board attendants would have the 
casual observer believe their arguments to be scripture, 
factual, probing and particularly praise-worthy doctrines 
of high and knowledgeable authority. 

In the weeks which followed that initial broiling of 
the tender wings of the State Hornet, certain changes 
came about—not so much by the Hornet as by those who 
were so quick to criticize a voice which had been raised 
only three times when the fury began. 

Following primary threats of reform, conform or 
perish, board members and session witnesses have heeded 
their own advice—reform—as they prepare this week to 
roll up shirt sleevs and drown discontent with action 

Most important topic of business of the month, per- 
haps the semester (and action we urge you to follow at- 
tentively), is the close-at-hand revision of the policies 
governing publications on this campus. 

Currently existing policies do not portray a free Sac- 
ramento State College press. Take heed. Engage your 
minds freely in the board’s movement to revise, or you 
may one day come to know why “publications boards” 
can crush the strength of free dialogue, student opinion 
and views.

Being curious, this reporter obtained an appointment with 
the education committee that studied the bill. We discovered that 


Senator Albert S. Rodda of Sacramento who was a member of 
the portion in question was not changed and that the law was 
never obeyed (even though it has been in the education codes for 
some time) until State College officials noticed the clause in 
McAteer's bill and gave the code a new interpretation.

It is a disgrace to be subject- 
ed to the anti-intellectualism 
which glares from every issue 
of the Hornet. I realize the 
problems of the mass media 
cannot be solved immediately 
though it is unfortunate that 
the journalists at Sacramento 
State College are without nor- 
mative standards to evaluate 
the quality of their writing. As 
a beginning, I would suggest 
an official apology to Dr. Tok- 
makoff concerning his address 
at last year’s Faculty Convo- 
cation. Secondly, the journal- 
ists have traditionally been the 
guardians of a free press. This 
requires an obligation to ex- 
amine editorial positions and 
columnist views in light of 
supporting evidence One 
reading of the column entitled 
Warhawk is sufficient to real- 
ize that emotion is used for 
argument, suspicion is used for 
evidence, and innuendo is used 
for proof. This does not show 
much respect for a free press 
I imagine that the writer of 
the Warhawk craves the spot- 
light of controversy and I be- 
lieve that many students would 
agree that controversy is need- 
ed But there is no way to 
carry on a rational dialogue 
with the Warhawk. If the 
question to be examined and 
debated is the Cold War ra- 
tionale, that is fine. We could 
debate the issue. However, Mr. 
Benton is suggesting that all 
of his opr. ition is “Viet” and 
I sense tat he has self-or- 
dained himself to conduct an 
inquisition aganist heresy. This 
campus needs debate; it needs

Racialism, accompanied by a primitive form of imperialism, 
will be the inheritors of the earth if the Unitegl States fails in 
Vietnam. 

The signposts are there. Why do the Chinese hate the Rus- 
sians, when they are both Communist? Are not they supposedly 
the same? Is it because of political expediencies that the hate 
exists, or is it really more a matter of yellow skin versus white 
skin? 

Why is there so much hate for the white man in Africa? Is 
it because he was oppressive and milked the land? Not at all, just 
the opposite is more near the truth. For the white man built the 
nation, nurtured the land and lived on it. It was his home, the 
natives were his friends and workers, one might say his children 

But when the Communists and the forces of “national libera- 
tion” went to work, it became a matter of white skin versus ° 
black, and matters of justice or injustice ceased to matter. 

The same is true in Algeria, but the French had something 
that was worth defending more than the white man in black 
Africa, and that was honor, which was lost. 

In Indo-China the only thing the French did have to show 
for their efforts was the victory of honor, and we are the in- 
heritors of that remnant of their victory. 

You may well ask what racialism has to do with honor and 
a Western victory in Vietnam. If we lose Vietnam, wacialism 
will have taken one more gigantic step forward, more yellows 
will be against the white, for people in Asia will see more clearly 
the handwriting on the wall: that the Western world, with their 
fair skin and massive armaments is unable to defend themselves 
against their enemies. They will know that the West is inhabited 
by a people fat, selfish, peaceful and satisfied, ridden with guilt 
and fear, shrinking away from their civilization because their 
civilization confers certain standards of responsibility upon them 

Once the white man deserved to be the masters of the world: 
by virtue of their courage, their stamina, their energy, their pride 
in their own race, their sense of their own strength, their techni- 
cal superiority, their belief of their own destiny. 


That time is past, but as the Western world wanes, those { 


very same forces that defeated Rome so long ago are coming to 
the surface. One does not have to go further than Los Angeles 
to see what this implies. 

But L. A. is minor compared to the rest of the world. For 
the black hate the white, but also the cream, buff, ochre, yellow 
and mauve. And the Arab hates the white, black, yellow and the 
Jews. And the yellow, from that great citadel of China, hate the 
white and mauve and cream. The list is endless. But if the 
U. S. abandons Vietnam, more people will be brought under the 
spell that inflicts the rest of our times. 

For white and yellow, and all the rest can work together, as 
South Vietnam indicates. Look at the partisans who helped the 
French, and the million or so that were killed because she failed 
to keey her promise and withdrew. Look at the partisans sup- 
porting us today, who still place their faith in the West, a West 
built on honor and strength, and not on a China built of hate 
and terror. And this is even in spite of the horror and shame of 
the complete French withdrawal. 

But if we withdraw again, where else will we be able to find 
some to stand beside us, of whatever color, when the final moment 
of truth comes, as it came for Rome. If we win, more will rally 
to our side to halt the destruction of man. 

For we, too, must have more than praetorians if Western 
civilization is to survive, and not be replaced by a dark age of 
racialism.

The Sacramento Peace Cen- 
ter has been described in re- 
cent Hornet stories in terms 
that are somewhat misleading 
In the interest of those stu- 
dents and faculty members 
who participate in the work 
of the center, I would like to 
clarify the goals and function 
of the organization 


The Sacramento Peace Cen- 
ter works toward the goal of a 
disarmed world under law in 
which free societies can grow 
and flourish. In pursuit of this 
goal the center seeks to en- 
courage in this country the 
search for and discussion of 
policies not based upon the 
threat of war or organization 
for war and not based upon a 
willingness to surrender free- 
dom or democratic values 


The center works with vol- 
untary organizations already 
established in the community 
Fourteen public affairs, church, 
peace, professional and labor 
organizations now co-operate 
in the center. A co-ordinating 
council made up of liaison peo- 
ple from these organizations, 
together with work area lead- 
ers, guides the program of the 
center. Under their direction 
more than 100 volunteers speak 
to service clubs, type, make 
posters, interview community 
leaders, work with newspapers 
and television stations and dis- 
play literature informing the 
public of positive proposals for 
building a world without war 


The Peace Center does not 
endorse specific policy propos- 
als but presents a wide va- 
riety of ideas from research 
institutions and co-operating 
organizations The center it- 
self does not sponsor pfotest 
demonstrations, although or- 


ganizations particapating in the 


center may do so under their 
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own names The center in- 
cludes both pacifist and non- 
pacifist views. While the range 
of political views encompassed 
in the center is broad, it should 
be stressed that the center's 
definition of “peace” includes 
a concern for the preservation 
of democratic values and a re- 
jection of totalitarianism 
Perhaps, essentially, the Sac- 

ramento Peace Center is a plan 
of work, an attempt to give a 
range of real answers to the 
concerned individual who 
asks, “What can I do?” to 
build a world without war and 
to give these answers in a con-~ 
text that reflects the best in 
the American democratic tra- 
dition
